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Mayor: Crews did everything possible to find missing pets 


(AP) Rescue teams 
combed through closets, 
looked under beds and 
even used drones with 
thermal imaging as they 
looked for pets that might 
have been left in the ru- 
ins of Champlain Towers 
South before a decision 
was made to demolish the 
still-standing section of 
the building, officials said 
Monday. 


The building was imploded 
on Sunday night, more than 
a week after it had partially 
collapsed, killing more than 
two dozen people and leaving 
more than 115 still missing. 


Prior to the demolition, res- 
cue teams conducted full 
sweeps looking for animals, 
searching every possible hid- 
ing place and — in the areas 
that were not accessible — 
using ladders on high-lift 
cranes to look through what 
was left of the 12-story build- 
ing, Miami Dade County 
Mayor Daniella Levine Cava 
told a news conference.

“We took every action that we 
possibly could to search for 
any pets, any animals, in the 
building, prior to the demoli- 
tion,” Levine Cava said. 


She said first responders used 
drones with thermal imaging 
over the rubble pile and in 
the tower and other areas that 
were not safe for humans. 
She also said doorways were 
opened, providing other 
ways for any missing pets to 
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escape the building, and live 
animal traps were placed on 
balconies “at great personal 
risk” to rescue workers. 


“I want to say, as clearly as I 
possibly can, and urge our 
community to understand 
that we went truly to great 
lengths to take every step that 
we could, at great risk to our 
first responders, to ensure 
that all of the pets that were 
beloved family members — 
that none of them were left

in the building prior to the 
demolition.” 


The sighting of a cat on Sat- 
urday gave hopes to animal 
protection groups and fami- 
lies that some pets could still 
be saved. 


One of the survivors, Susana 
Alvarez, is devastated about 
her beloved 4-year-old cat, 
Mia, who was left behind on 
the 10th floor. On Sunday, 
Alvarez tried desperately to 
get in touch with rescuers to 
determine whether her cat 


had been found. 


“My cat’s still there, Mia, and 
I know she’s under my bed,” 
she said. “What must she 
think?” 


Alvarez, 62, was in the pro- 


cess of moving her mother, 
who has advanced Alzheim- 
ers, into the condo right be- 
fore the building collapsed. A 
week earlier, shed brought 
the cat to the condo, register- 
ing it as an emotional support 
animal. 





The feline was timid and of- 
ten hid under the bed, but 
had recently started to ven- 
ture out more, she said. 


In her panic as the build- 
ing was collapsing, Alvarez 
left the apartment, bringing 
only her cellphone to light 
her path, worrying through- 
out her harrowing escape 
down the crumbling stair- 
well whether there was time 
to run back up and coax Mia 
out from under the bed. 





(AP) — A grizzly bear 
attacked and killed a 
person camping in west- 
ern Montana early Tues- 
day, triggering an inten- 
sive search for the bruin 
by wildlife officials and 
law enforcement officers 
who planned to kill the 
animal, officials said. 


The pre-dawn attack hap- 
pened in Ovando, a town 
of fewer than 100 people 
about 60 miles (97 kilome- 
ters) northwest of Helena, 
sald Greg Lemon, a spokes- 
person with Montana Fish 


Wildlife and Parks. 


The bear had previously 
wandered into the area 
where the victim was camp- 
ing and left but later re- 
turned, Powell County 
Sheriff Gavin Roselles said. 


“There was an earlier con- 
tact with the bear prior to 
the event,” Roselles said. 
“The bear basically came 
back into the campsite. It 
wandered into a campsite a 
couple different times.” 


A team of law enforce- 
ment and wildlife special- 
ists was brought in to track

down and kill the bear, of- 
ficials said. A crew aboard 
a helicopter was assisting 
as searchers looked for a 
“daybed” where the animal 
might be sleeping to get out 
of the heat, Lemon said, 
adding that the bear was be- 
lieved to have left Ovando 
after the mauling. 


An initial report said the 
victim had been riding a bi- 
cycle at the time of the at- 
tack. That is not the case, 
Roselles said. 


Lemon said his understand- 
ing is that the victim was 
part of a group on a bike 
trip. 


The victim’s identity was 
not immediately released 
and further circumstances 
surrounding the attack were 
under investigation. 


“Our first concern is the 
community’s well-being. 
The next step is to find the 
bear,” Lemon said. 


Officials did not say exactly 
where the attack occurred, 
but Roselles said there were 
other people camping in the 
vicinity of the attack.

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As employers struggle to fill jobs, teens come to 
the rescue 


(AP) — The owners of res- 
taurants, amusement parks 
and retail shops, many of 
them desperate for workers, 
are sounding an unusual note 
of gratitude this summer: 


Thank goodness for teenagers. 


As the U.S. economy bounds 
back with unexpected speed 
from the pandemic recession 
and customer demand intensi- 
fies, high school-age kids are fill- 
ing jobs that older workers can’t 
— or won't. 


The result is that teens who are 
willing to bus restaurant tables 
or serve as water-park lifeguards 
are commanding $15, $17 or 
more an hour, plus bonuses in 
some instances or money to help 
pay for school classes. The trend 
marks a shift from the period af- 
ter the 2007-2009 Great Reces- 
sion, when older workers often 
took such jobs and teens were 
sometimes squeezed out. 


The time, an acute labor short- 
age, especially at restaurants, 
tourism and entertainment busi- 
nesses, has made teenage work- 
ers highly popular again. 


“We're very thankful they are 
here,” says Akash Kapoor, CEO 
of Curry Up Now. Fifty teenag- 
ers are working this summer at 
his five San Francisco-area In- 
dian street food restaurants, up 
from only about a dozen last 
year. “We may not be open if they 
weren't here. We need bodies.” 





The proportion of Americans 
ages 16-19 who are working is 
higher than it’s been in years: In 
May, 33.2% of them had jobs, the 
highest such percentage since 
2008. Though the figure dipped 
to 31.9% in June, the Labor De- 
partment reported Friday, that is 
still higher than it was before the 
pandemic devastated the econo- 
my last spring. 





At the Cattivella Italian restau- 
rant in Denver, for instance, 
Harry Hittle, 16, is earning up 
to $22.50 an hour, including tips, 
from his job clearing restaurant 
tables. He’s used the windfall to 
buy gas and insurance for his car 
and has splurged on a road bike 
and an electric guitar. 


“There's never been a better 
time to apply for a job if you're 
a teen,” says Mathieu Stevenson, 
CEO of Snagajob, an online job 
site for hourly work. 


Consider the findings of Neeta 
Fogg, Paul Harrington and Ish- 
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war Khatiwada, researchers at 
Drexel University’s Center for 
Labor Markets and Policy who 
issue an annual forecast for the 
teenage summer job market. 
This year, they predict, will be 
the best summer for teenage life- 
guards, ice cream scoopers and 
sales clerks since 2008; 31.5% 
of 16- to 19-year-olds will have 
jobs. 

Teenage employment had been 
on a long slide, leading many 
analysts to lament the end of 
summertime jobs that gave teens 
work experience and a chance 
to mingle with colleagues and 
customers from varying back- 
grounds. 





In August 1978, 50% of teen- 
agers were working, according 
to the U.S. Labor Department. 
Their employment rate hasn’t 
been that high since. The figure 
began a long slide in 2000 and 
fell especially steeply during the 
Great Recession. The eruption 
of coronavirus produced a new 
low: Only 26.3% of teens had 
jobs last summer, according to 
the Drexel researchers. 


The long-term drop in teen 
employment has reflected both 
broad economic shifts and per- 
sonal choices. The U.S. econo- 
my includes fewer low-skill, en- 
try-level jobs — ready-made for 
teens — than it did in the 1970s 
and 1980s. And such jobs that do 
remain have been increasingly 
likely to be taken by older work- 
ers, many of them foreign born. 


In addition, teens from affluent 
families, eager to secure admis- 
sion to top universities, have for 
years chosen summer academic 
programs over jobs or have pur- 
sued ambitious volunteer work 
in hopes of distinguishing their 
applications for college. Others 
have spent their summers play- 
ing competitive sports. 


This summer, things are rather 
different. After collapsing last 
spring, the economy has re- 
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bounded much faster than ex- 
pected. Restaurants, bars, retail 
shops and amusement parks have 
been overwhelmed by pent-up 
demand from consumers who 
had mostly hunkered down for a 
year or more. 

Now, those businesses need em- 
ployees to handle the influx and 
are scrambling to find enough. 
The vaccine rollout was just 
starting 1n April and May, when 
employers typically start hiring 
for summer. Some of these busi- 
nesses delayed their hiring deci- 
sions, unsure whether or when 
the economy would fully reopen. 








Foreign workers, brought in 
on J-1 work-and-study visas, 
typically filled many such sum- 
mer jobs. But President Donald 
Trump suspended those visas as a 
coronavirus precaution, and the 
number of U.S.-issued J-1 visas 
tumbled 69% in the fiscal 2020 
year — to 108,510, from 353,279 
the year before. 


In past years, for example, for- 
eigners visiting the U.S. on vi- 
sas took filled 180 summer jobs 
at Big Kahuna’s water park in 
Destin, Florida. Last year, there 
were just three. This year, eight. 
Desperate to attract local teens, 
Big Kahuna’s, which is owned 
by Boomers Parks, is now paying 
$12 an hour, up from less than 
$10 an hour in past years. 
Compounding the labor squeeze, 
many older Americans have 
been slow to respond to a record 
number of job openings. Some 
have lingering health concerns 
or trouble arranging or affording 
child care at a time when schools 
are transitioning from remote to 
in-person learning. Other adults 
may have been discouraged from 
seeking work because of gener- 
ous federal unemployment ben- 
efits, though many states have 
dropped these benefits, and they 
will end nationwide on Sept. 6. 


So businesses are offering sign- 
ing bonuses and whatever else 
they can to hire teens in a hurry. 
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Pentagon cancels disputed JEDI cloud PUNTERO with Microsoft 


(AP) — The Pentagon said 
Tuesday it canceled a dis- 
puted cloud-computing 
contract with Microsoft 
that could eventually have 
been worth $10 billion. It 
will instead pursue a deal 
with both Microsoft and 
Amazon and possibly oth- 
er cloud service providers. 


“With the shifting technol- 
ogy environment, it has be- 
come clear that the JEDI 
Cloud contract, which has 
long been delayed, no longer 
meets the requirements to fill 
the DoD’s capability gaps,” 
the Pentagon said in a state- 
ment. 


The statement did not di- 
rectly mention that the Pen- 
tagon faced extended legal 
challenges by Amazon to the 
original $1 million contract 
awarded to Microsoft. Ama- 
zon argued that the Microsoft 
award was tainted by politics, 
particularly then-President 
Donald Trump’s antagonism 
toward Amazon’s chief ex- 
ecutive officer, Jeff Bezos. 
Bezos owns The Washington 
Post, a news outlet often crit- 
icized by Trump. 





The Pentagon’s chief infor- 
mation officer, John Sher- 
man, told reporters Tuesday 
that during the lengthy le- 
gal fight with Amazon, “the 


landscape has evolved” with 
new possibilities for large- 
scale cloud computing ser- 
vices. Thus it was decided, 
he said, to start over and seek 
multiple vendors. 


Sherman said JEDI will be 
replaced by a new program 
called Joint Warfighter Cloud 
Capability, and that both Am- 
azon and Microsoft “likely” 
will be awarded parts of the 
business, although neither 
is guaranteed. Sherman said 
the three other large cloud 
service providers — Google, 
IBM and Oracle — might 
qualify, too. 


Microsoft said in response 
to the Pentagon announce- 
ment, “We understand the 
DoD s rationale, and we sup- 
port them and every mili- 
tary member who needs the 
mission-critical 21st century 
technology JEDI would have 
provided. The DoD faced a 
difficult choice: Continue 
with what could be a years- 
long litigation battle or find 
another path forward.” 


The JEDI project began with 
the $1 million contract award 
for Microsoft, meant as an 
initial step in a 10-year deal 
that could have reached $10 
billion in value. The project 
that will replace it is a five- 
year program; Sherman said 


no exact contract value has 
been set but that it will be “in 
the billions.” Sherman said 
the government will nego- 
tiate the amount Microsoft 
will be paid for having its 
2019 deal terminated. 


Amazon Web Services, a mar- 
ket leader in providing cloud 
computing services, had long 
been considered a leading 
candidate to run the Penta- 
gon’s Joint Enterprise De- 
fense Infrastructure project, 
known as JEDI. The project 
was meant to store and pro- 
cess vast amounts of classi- 
fied data, allowing the U.S. 
military to improve commu- 
nications with soldiers on the 
battlefield and use artificial 
intelligence to speed up its 
war planning and fighting ca- 
pabilities. 





The JEDI contract became 
mired in legal challenges al- 
most as soon as it was award- 
ed to Microsoft in October 
2019. The losing bidder, 
Amazon Web Services, went 
to court arguing that the Pen- 
tagon's process was flawed 
and unfair, including that it 
was improperly influenced 
by politics. 


This year the Pentagon had 
been hinting that it might 
scrap the contract, saying in 
May that it felt compelled to 





reconsider its options after a 
federal judge in April rejected 
a Pentagon move to have key 
parts of Amazon’s lawsuit 
dismissed. 


The JEDI saga has been un- 
usual for the political di- 
mension linked to Trump. 
In April 2020, the Defense 
Department inspector gen- 
eral’s office concluded that 
the contracting process was 
in line with legal and govern- 
ment purchasing standards. 
The inspector general found 
no evidence of White House 
interference in the contract 
award process, but that re- 
view also said investigators 
could not fully review the 
matter because the White 
House would not allow un- 
fettered access to witnesses. 








Five months later, the Pen- 
tagon reaffirmed Microsoft 
as winner of the contract, 


m work remained stalled by 
Amazon’s legal challenge. 
In its April 2020 report, the 


inspector general’s office 
did not draw a conclusion 
about whether the Red- 
mond, Washington-based 
Microsoft Corp. was appro- 
priately declared the winner. 
Rather, it looked at whether 
the decision-making process 
was proper and legal. It also 
examined allegations of un- 
ethical behavior by Pentagon 
officials involved in the mat- 
ter and generally determined 
that any ethical lapses did not 
influence the outcome. 


That review did not find evi- 
dence of White House pres- 
sure for the Pentagon to favor 
the Microsoft bid, but it also 
said it could not definitely 
determine the full extent of 
White House interactions 
with the Pentagon’s decision 
makers. 





Tucson to ignore Arizona's Second Amendment sanctuary: law 


(AP) — Officials in the 
city of Tucson plan to ig- 
nore Arizona’s new “Sec- 
ond Amendment sanctu- 
ary” law that bars state 
and local governments 
from enforcing certain 
federal gun regulations, 
possibly setting up a court 
fight as a growing number 
of cities and counties in 
the United States declare 
themselves similar fire- 





arm havens. 


The move by Democratic 
Mayor Regina Romero and 
the City Council again puts 
Tucson and Republican-led 
state at odds over how to reg- 
ulate gun sales and use. 


The southern Arizona city 
has long tried to enforce gun 
laws stricter than the state’s, 
including mandating back- 


R 


ground checks for guns pur- 
chased on city property and 
destroying seized firearms. 
Over the years, those mea- 
sures have been challenged 
after the Republican-con- 
trolled Legislature enacted 
laws barring the actions. 


The new action came af- 
ter GOP Gov. Doug Ducey 
signed a bill in April declar- 
ing that Arizona is a so-called 
Second Amendment sanctu- 
ary. It was partly a response 
to the election of President 
Joe Biden, who has vowed to 
enact tighter firearms regula- 
tions. 


A growing movement of at 
least 1,200 local governments 
have declared themselves 
sanctuaries insulated from 
state and federal gun laws 
since 2018, when high-pro- 
file mass shootings prompted 
calls for stronger regulations. 
Many are symbolic but some 
carry legal force. 


In addition to Arizona, a 


handful of other legisla- 
tures, including in Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Wisconsin, 
jumped on the idea this year 
when Biden took office. 
During his campaign, Biden 
pledged to enact universal 
background checks and an 
assault weapons ban, among 
other measures. 





The Arizona Daily Star re- 
ports that the state and city 
could be headed for a legal 
battle over Tucson’s June 22 
resolution to continue en- 
forcing all federal gun laws. 


The resolution unanimously 
passed by the council pro- 
claims that “federal laws, 
orders and acts that regulate 
firearms in a manner that is 
consistent with the require- 
ments of the United States 
Constitution” will “remain 
in full force and effect” with- 
in city limits “regardless of 
whether those laws, orders 
or acts are more restrictive or 
prohibitive than regulations 
established under the laws of 


this state.” 


Councilman Steve Kozachik 
introduced the resolution last 
month and said he believes 
the new state law is unconsti- 
tutional. 





Kozachik said his aim is to 
have the law “declared un- 
constitutional and thrown 
out plain and simple, so we 
continue to have free rein to 
enforce federal gun laws lo- 
cally.” 


Arizona’s law says the state is 
not beholden to upholding 
U.S. gun laws and prohibits 
“any personnel or financial 
resources to enforce, admin- 
ister or cooperate with any 
act, law, treaty, order, rule or 
regulation of the U.S. gov- 
ernment that is inconsistent 
with any Arizona law regard- 
ing the regulation of fire- 
arms.” 


Federal statistics show Arizo- 
na has the 15th-highest gun- 
related mortality rate. 
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Hunt for Capitol attackers still on 6 months after Jan. 6 


(AP) - The first waves of arrests 
in the deadly siege at the U.S. 
Capitol focused on the easy tar- 
gets. Dozens in the pro-Trump 
mob openly bragged about their 
actions on Jan. 6 on social media 
and were captured in shocking 
footage broadcast live by national 
news outlets. 


But six months after the insurrection, 
the Justice Department is still hunt- 
ing for scores of rioters, even as the 
first of more than 500 people already 
arrested have pleaded guilty. The 
strugele reflects the massive scale of 
the investigation and the grueling 
work still ahead for authorities in the 
face of an increasing effort by some 
Republican lawmakers to rewrite 
what happened that day. 


Among those who still haven’t been 
caught: the person who planted two 
pipe bombs outside the offices of the 
Republican and Democratic national 
committees the night before the me- 
lee, as well as many people accused 
of attacks on law enforcement of- 
ficers or violence and threats against 
journalists. The FBI website seeking 
information about those involved in 
the Capitol violence includes more 
than 900 pictures of roughly 300 peo- 
ple labeled “unidentified.” 


Part of the problem is that authorities 
made very few arrests on Jan. 6. They 
were focused instead on clearing the 
building of members of the mas- 
sive mob that attacked police, dam- 
aged historic property and combed 
the halls for lawmakers they threat- 
ened to kill. Federal investigators are 
forced to go back and hunt down par- 
ticipants. 


The FBI has since recetved countless 
tips and pieces of digital media from 
the public. But a tip is only the first 
step of a painstaking process — in- 
volving things like search warrants 
and interviews — to confirm people’s 
identities and their presence at the in- 
surrection in order to bring a case in 
court. And authorities have no record 
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of many of the attackers because this 
was their first run-in with the law. 





“Most of these people never showed 
up on the radar screen before,” said 
Frank Montoya Jr., a retired FBI spe- 
cial agent who led the bureav’s field 
offices in Seattle and Honolulu. “You 
watch the movies and a name comes 
up on the radar screen and they know 
all the aliases and the last place he ate 
dinner, all with a click of a button. 
Unfortunately, that’s not how it is in 


reality.” 


The FBI has been helped by “sedi- 
tion hunters,” or armchair detectives 
who have teamed up to identify some 
of the most elusive suspects, using 
crowdsourcing to pore over the vast 
trove of videos and photos from the 
assault. 


Forrest Rogers, a business consultant 
who helped form a group of sedition 
hunters called “Deep State Dogs,” 








said the group has reported the pos- 
sible identities of about 100 suspects 
to the FBI based on evidence it col- 
lected. 





Sometimes, a distinctive article of 
clothing helps the group make a 
match. In one case, a woman carrying 
a unique iPhone case on Jan. 6 had 
been photographed with the same 
case at an earlier protest, Rogers said. 


“It’s seeking justice,” he said. “This 
is something that’s unprecedented in 
the history of our country.” Rogers 
asked, “Where else have you had sev- 
eral thousands of people who com- 
mit a crime and then immediately 
disperse all over the United States?” 





John Scott-Railton is a senior re- 
searcher at the Citizen Lab at the 
University of Toronto who has been 
collaborating with journalists and 
others to identify suspects using digi- 
tal clues. He said that while much is 
known about the “small fish” who 
committed crimes that day, a deeper 
understanding is needed of the ac- 
tions of organized group leaders. 


“We all need to be in a place where 
we can have conversations about 
what Jan. 6th was that go beyond a 
bunch of individuals motivated by a 
set of ideologies who showed up at 


the Capitol,” he said. 


Those being sought include many ac- 
cused of violent attacks on officers. 
One video released by the FBI shows 
an unidentified man attacking offi- 
cers with a baton. In another, a man 
is seen ripping the gas mask off an of- 
ficer who screamed in pain as he was 
being crushed into a doorway by the 
angry mob. 





In some cases, social media platforms 
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have turned over incriminating posts 
that defendants tried to delete after 
their gleeful celebrations of the siege 
gave way to fears of being arrested. 
Often, the attackers’ own family, 
friends or acquaintances tipped off 
authorities. 


In one case, the FBI used facial com- 
parison software to find a suspect on 
his girlfriend’s Instagram account. 
Agents then went undercover, secret- 
ly recorded the man at work and got 
him on tape admitting to being in the 
crowd, which he described as “fun.” 


“The more of these people you iden- 
tify — potentially through search 
warrants and social media communi- 
cations — you're going to be able to 
identify others,” said Tom O’Connor, 
who focused on counterterrorism 
as a special agent before leaving the 
bureau in 2019. “Those people who 
have been arrested will then be giv- 
en the opportunity to cooperate and 
identify other persons involved.” 


The FBI has offered a reward of up 
to $100,000 for information leading 
to the arrest of the person respon- 
sible for planting the pipe bombs in 
Washington on Jan. 5. Footage shows 
a person in a gray hooded sweatshirt, 
a mask and gloves appearing to place 
one of the explosives under a bench 
outside the Democratic National 
Committee and the person walking 
in an alley near the Republican Na- 
tional Committee before the bomb 
was placed there. It remains unclear 
whether the bombs were related to 
planning for the insurrection. 








Justice Department officials say ar- 
resting everyone involved in the in- 
surrection remains a top priority. Au- 
thorities recently arrested the 100th 
person accused of assaulting law en- 
forcement as well as the first person 
accused of assaulting a member of the 
press — a man prosecutors say tack- 
led a cameraman. 


“They will find them,” said Robert 
Anderson Jr., former executive as- 
sistant director of the FBI’s Crimi- 
nal, Cyber, Response, and Services 
Branch. “I don’t care how long it 
takes. If they are looking for them, 
they will find them.” 


More than a dozen Jan. 6 defendants 
have pleaded guilty, including two 
members of the Oath Keepers mili- 
tia group who admitted to conspir- 
ing with other extremists to block the 
certification of President Joe Biden’s 
victory. 


Most of the other plea deals reached 
so far are in cases where defendants 
were charged only with misdemean- 
ors for illegally entering the Capitol. 
The only defendant who has been 
sentenced is an Indiana woman who 
pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor and 
was spared any time behind bars. 
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6 students among 9 arrested in alleged Hong Kong bomb plot 


(AP) — Nine people, in- 
cluding six secondary 
school students, were ar- 
rested in Hong Kong on 
Tuesday for allegedly plot- 
ting to set off homemade 
bombs in courts, tunnels 
and trash cans as politi- 
cal tensions rise in the city 
where China is tightening 
its grip. 


Police said they were de- 
tained on suspicion of engag- 
ing in terrorist activity under 
a harsh national security law 
that Beijing imposed a year 
ago as part of a crackdown on 
dissent in the former British 
colony that has long enjoyed 
freedoms not seen on the 
Chinese mainland. 


Hong Kong authorities have 
used the law, enacted in re- 
sponse to anti-government 
protests that rocked the city 
in 2019, to arrest many of 
the city’s prominent activists. 
Others have fled abroad as a 


result. 


If the allegations are true, the 
group appears to represent 
a more radical fringe of the 
protest movement, which 
has demanded broader dem- 


ocratic freedoms for Hong 
Kong just as its liberties are 
under threat. Police said 
the group was attempting 
to make the explosive triac- 
etone triperoxide, or TATP 
which has been widely used 
in bombings in Europe and 
elsewhere, in a makeshift 
laboratory in a hostel. 


Police accused the group of 
planning to use the explosive 
to bomb courts, cross-harbor 
tunnels, railways and trash 
cans on the street “to maxi- 
mize damage caused to the 
society.” 


Since the 2019 anti-govern- 
ment protests, Hong Kong 
police have arrested several 
people over alleged bomb 
plots and for making TATP, 
including 17 detained that 
year in overnight raids that 
also seized explosives and 
chemicals. 


Nine people between 15 and 
39 years old were arrested 
Tuesday, according to Senior 
Superintendent Li Kwai-wah 
of the Hong Kong Police Na- 
tional Security Department. 

Hong Kong chief executive 
Carrie Lam said at a weekly 


news briefing that she hopes 
the members of the public 
will “openly condemn threats 
of violence.” 


“They should not be wrongly 
influenced by the idea that ... 
breaking the law is in order, if 
you're trying to achieve a cer- 
tain cause,” she said. “They 
should not be influenced into 
thinking that they can find 
excuses to inflict violence.” 


Authorities said they seized 
equipment and raw materi- 
als used to make the TATP 
as well as a “trace amount” of 
the explosive. They said they 
also found operating manuals 
and about 80,000 Hong Kong 
dollars ($10,300) in cash. 


Police froze about 600,000 
Hong Kong dollars ($77,200) 
in assets that they say may be 
linked to the plot. Authorities 
said all nine planned to set 
off the bombs and then leave 
Hong Kong for good. 


The arrests come as China 
is increasing its control over 
Hong Kong, despite a prom- 
ise to protect the city’s civil 
liberties for 50 years after the 
city’s 1997 handover from 


Britain. In the most glaring 
example of that campaign, 
police arrested at least seven 
top editors, executives and 
journalists of the Apple Daily 
newspaper, which was an 
outspoken pro-democracy 
voice, and froze its assets, 
forcing it to close two weeks 


ago. 


Also Tuesday, Lam also said 
that an envelope of “white 
powder” had been sent to 
her office. Police said the 
substance was still being ana- 
lyzed but that they did not 
believe it to be dangerous. 








28 feared dead in plane crash in 


(AP) — A plane carrying 
28 people crashed Tues- 
day, apparently as it came 
in for a landing in bad 
weather in Russia’s Far 
East, and everyone aboard 
was feared dead. 


Wreckage from the An-26 
was found on a coastal cliff- 
side and in the sea near the 
airport in the town of Palana, 
according to officials. The 


plane was on approach for 
a landing in fog and clouds 
when it missed a scheduled 
communication and disap- 
peared from radar, officials 
from the Kamchatka region 
said. 


The plane “practically crashed 
into a sea cliff,” which wasn’t 
supposed to be in its landing 
trajectory, according to Ser- 


gel Gorb, deputy director of 


the company that owns the 
aircraft, Kamchatka Aviation 
Enterprise. 


The plane was in operation 
since 1982, Russian state 


news agency Tass reported. 
Alexei Khabarov, director of 
Kamchatka Aviation Enter- 
prise, told the Interfax news 
agency that the aircraft was 
technically sound before tak- 
ing off from the city of Pet- 





ropavlovsk-Kamchatsky. 


According to Russian me- 
dia reports, none of the six 
crew members or 22 passen- 
gers on board survived. The 
head of the local government 
in Palana, Olga Mokhireva, 
was among the passengers, 
spokespeople of the Kam- 
chatka government said. 


However, no bodies were 
found yet, and there was no 
official confirmation of the 
reports. 


Russia’s state aviation agency, 
Rosaviatsiya, said that parts of 
the plane were found about 3 
miles (5 kilometers) from the 
airport’s runway. Part of the 
fuselage was found on the 
side of a mountain, Russia’s 
Pacific Fleet told news agen- 
cies, and another part was 


floating in the Okhotsk Sea. 


A criminal investigation was 
opened, as is typical. 


A search-and-rescue mission 
was underway in the moun- 
tainous area, but the work 
was suspended after night 
fell, the governor of Kam-

“The site itself is difficult to 
access, a helicopter can't land 
there,” Solodov said in video 
posted on the regional gov- 
ernment's website. “Because 
of adverse weather condi- 
tions, high waves, the rescue 
operation had to be tempo- 
rarily suspended. It will re- 
sume tomorrow morning.” 


Authorities plan to deploy 
professional divers and res- 
cuers trained for working in 
mountainous terrain. 


Solodov added that a group 
of government officials in- 
cluding Transport Minister 
Vitaly Savelyev will head to 
Palana on Wednesday. 


In 2012, an An-28 plane be- 
longing to Kamchatka Avia- 
tion Enterprise crashed into 
a mountain while flying 
the same route as Tuesday’s 
flight. A total of 14 people 
were on board and 10 of them 
were killed. Both pilots, who 
were among the dead, were 
found to have alcohol in their 
blood, Tass reported. 
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Iraqi militia commander vows to avenge deaths in US strike 





(AP) — The leader of an Iran- 
backed Iraqi militia has vowed to 
retaliate against America for the 
deaths of four of his men in a U.S. 
airstrike along the Iraq-Syria bor- 
der last month, saying it will be a 
military operation everyone will 
talk about. 


Abu Alaa al-Walae, commander of 
Kataib Sayyid al-Shuhada, said in an 
exclusive interview with The Associ- 
ated Press in Baghdad that the elec- 
toral victory of Iran’s hard-line judi- 
ciary chief Ebrahim Raisi as president 
will strengthen Iran-backed militant 
sroups throughout the Middle East 
for the next four years. 


Al-Walae, who rarely gives interviews 
to foreign media organizations, spoke 
to the AP on Monday in an office in 
a Baghdad neighborhood along the 
Tigris River. 


On June 27, U.S. Air Force planes 
carried out airstrikes near the Iraq- 
Syria border against what the Pen- 
tagon said were facilities used by 
Iran-backed militia groups to support 
drone strikes inside Iraq. Four mili- 
tiamen were killed. 


The Popular Mobilization Forces, 
an Iraqi state-sanctioned umbrella 


of mostly Shiite militias — includ- 
ing those targeted by the U.S. strikes 
— said their men were on missions 
to prevent infiltration by the Islamic 
State group and denied the presence 
of weapons warehouses. 





U.S. troops in eastern Syria came un- 
der rocket fire the day after the air- 
strikes, with no reported casualties. 


The U.S. has blamed Iran-backed 
militias for attacks — most of them 
rocket strikes — that have targeted 
the American presence in Baghdad 
and military bases across Iraq. More 
recently, the attacks have become 
more sophisticated, with militants 
using drones. 


U.S. military officials have grown in- 
creasingly alarmed over drone strikes 
targeting U.S. military bases in Iraq, 
more common since a U.S. drone 
killed Iranian Gen. Qassem Solei- 
mani near the Baghdad airport last 
year. Iraqi militia leader Abu Mahdi 
al-Muhandis was also killed in the at- 
tack. The strike drew the ire of mostly 
Shiite Iraqi lawmakers and prompted 
parliament to pass a nonbinding reso- 
lution to pressure the Iraqi govern- 
ment to oust foreign troops from the 
country. 


In mid-April, an explosives-laden 
drone targeted the military section of 
the international airport in Irbil, in 
Iraq’s northern Kurdish-run region, 
causing no casualties or damages. 
The base also hosts American troops. 


U.S. officials said Iran-backed mili- 
tias have conducted at least five drone 
attacks since April. 


After midnight Monday, a drone was 
shot down near the U.S. Embassy 
compound in Baghdad. There were 
no casualties. Two U.S. military of- 
ficials said the drone was launched 
by Iranian proxies, adding that it was 
weaponized with explosives and was 
loitering over the U.S.-led coalition 
base in Baghdad. 


The officials said it was too early to 
identify the type of the drone. The 
U.S. Embassy said defense systems at 
the compound “engaged and elimi- 
nated an airborne threat.” The state- 
ment added that “we are working 
with our Iraqi partners to investigate” 
the attack. 


The bearded al-Walae, wearing a 
black shirt and trousers and an olive- 
green baseball cap, hinted that his mi- 
litiamen might use drones in future 
attacks. He did not go into details. 
When asked 1f they used drones in 
the past against American troops in 
Iraq, he gave no straight answer and 
moved to other subjects. 


“We want an operation that befits 
those martyrs,” he said referring to 
the four fighters killed in late June. 
“Even if it comes late, time is not im- 
portant.” 


“We want it to be an operation in 
which everyone says they have taken 
revenge on the Americans,” al-Walae 
said. “It will be a qualitative operation 
(that could come) from the air, the 
sea, along Iraq’s border, in the region 
or anywhere. It’s an open war.” 


Al-Walae spoke in an office decorated 
with a poster of Soleimani. On a table 
next to him, a framed photo shows al- 
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Walae standing next to Sayyed Hassan 
Nasrallah, the leader of Lebanon’s 
Hezbollah group. 


Al-Walae praised Iran’s new presi- 
dent, Raisi, who is scheduled to take 
office next month, saying Iran-backed 
militant groups “will have their best 
times.” 


Days after he was elected last month, 
Raisi said 1n his first remarks after the 
vote that he rejects the possibility of 
meeting with President Joe Biden or 
negotiating Tehran’s ballistic missile 
program and support of regional mi- 
litias. 


Al-Walae, who was once held prison- 
er by U.S. troops in Iraq, boasted that 
his men were among the first to go to 
neighboring Syria to fight alongside 
President Bashar Assad’s forces in 
2012, a year after the civil war there 
broke out. He said their first mission 
was to protect a Shiite holy shrine 
south of the capital, Damascus. They 
later fought in different parts of Syria. 


Iran-backed fighters from through- 
out the region have joined Syria’s 
conflict, helping tip the balance of 
power in Assad’s favor. Thousands of 
Iran-backed fighters remain in Syria, 
many of them deployed close to the 
Iraqi border in the towns of Bouka- 
mal and Mayadeen. 


Al-Walae also said he doesn’t expect 
Iraq’s parliamentary elections to take 
place on time in October, saying they 
might be postponed until April next 
year. He attributed the delay to the 
deep crisis the country is experienc- 
ing, including severe electricity cuts 
during the scorching summer. 








Taliban wins close consulates; ‘Tajikistan reinforces border 


(AP) —A surge of Taliban 
wins in northern Afghan- 
istan has caused some 
countries to close their 
consulates in the region, 
while across the border in 
Tajikistan, reservists are 
being called up to rein- 
force the southern border, 
according to officials and 
reports Tuesday. 


Nearly 1,000 Afghan soldiers 
have fled the Taliban advanc- 
es by crossing the border into 
Tajikistan, according to re- 
ports from Tajikistan. 


The Taliban surge came as 
U.S. Central Command in a 
statement Tuesday said 90% 
of the withdrawal of U.S. 
troops and equipment is 
complete. The U.S. says the 
last troops will be gone by 
August. 


Meanwhile, a statement 


from the Tajik government 
said President Emomali Ra- 
khmon ordered the mobili- 
zation of 20,000 military re- 
servists to strengthen its bor- 
der with Afghanistan. 


The Afghan military exo- 
dus comes as the ‘Taliban 
have overrun most districts 
in northeastern Badakhshan 
province. Many fell without a 
fight but along the province’s 
northern border with Ta- 
jikistan, hundreds of Afghan 
forces crossed over, seeking 
safety in Tajikistan. 


The consulates of Turkey 
and Russia have reportedly 
closed in Mazar-e-Sharif, 
the capital of northern Balkh 
province, and Afghanistan’s 
fourth-largest city. Iran said 
it has restricted activities at its 
consulate in the city. There 
has been fighting in Balkh 
province, but the provincial 


capital has been relatively 
peaceful. 


The consulates of Uzbeki- 
stan, Tajikistan, India and 
Pakistan have reduced their 
services, Balkh provincial 
governor’s spokesman Mu- 
nir Farhad said Tuesday. He 
said Turkey and Russia had 
closed their consulates and 
their diplomats had left the 


city. 


However, a Turkish official 
said the consulate in Mazar- 
e-Sharif was open and was 
“carrying on accepting visa 
applications and other con- 
sular requests.” The official, 
who was not identified by 
name in line with briefing 
rules, said Ankara was moni- 
toring the security situation 
and was taking “required 
measures” for the safety of 
Turkish missions and person- 
nel. 


The Tajik government said 
Afghan troops were being al- 
lowed to cross on humanitar- 
ian grounds but the border 
posts on the Tajik side were 
in control of Tajik forces and 
there was no fighting with 
Taliban from the Tajik side.

Brazil fans not really in mood for Copa America semifinals 


(AP) — Soccer fans at the fancy 
Piraqué club in Rio de Janeiro 
can’t wait to once again gather 
at the bar beside a swimming 
pool to watch great players fight 
for a major tournament trophy 
in crowded stadiums while they 
calmly sip on caipirinhas. 


Though the Copa America is tak- 
ing place in their city, they are actu- 
ally looking forward to Italy vs. Spain 
playing on Tuesday to reach the final 
of the European Championship. 


Brazil and Peru were also meeting in 
a semifinal on Monday but Brazilian 
fans have been far more disinterested 
in the tournament than usual. That 
didn’t change much after the Copa 
America hosts advanced to Saturday’s 
decider after a 1-0 win over Peru. 


The pandemic, the last-minute host- 
ing, some unimpressive matches, and 
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the fact that the most popular broad- 
caster is not showing the Copa Amer- 
ica have cut down the fans’ interest. 


“The Copa America is never much 
fun, but this time even less,” Thom- 
as Castro said as he planned to meet 
friends for Tuesday’s Euro 2020 
clash. “My mom would never know 
the Copa is on if I didn’t tell. I watch 
Brazil at home, but there’s no atmo- 
sphere like you see in Europe with 
fans and all.” 





No tourists arriving in Rio would 
notice there’s a major soccer tourna- 
ment taking place in the city. There 
are no banners, no ads, and no antici- 
pation evident, unlike two years ago 
when Brazil also hosted after years of 
planning and buildup. 


Many cariocas, as locals are known, 
are not strictly following social dis- 
tancing recommendations, but that

doesn’t mean they are willing to 
spend time out of their homes watch- 
ing the Copa. 


On the streets around Nilton Santos 
Stadium, one could hardly tell when 
it has hosted seven Copa matches. 
The few street carts selling food at- 
tract only journalists, staffers, and 
some locals who are playing around 
by the gates of the empty stadium. 


“Pve made a few bucks, which always 
happens during the pandemic,” said 
Celso David, running a hamburg- 
er stall outside the stadium. “This 
it isn’t much different from other 
events we’ve done recently. When 
Brazil hosted the Copa in 2019 it was 
a little better, more people coming 
from other countries and Brazilian 
tourists.” 





Brazil agreed to be an emergency host 
after Argentina and Colombia were 
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pulled as organizers. No fans are al- 
lowed in stadia despite the insistence 
of President Jair Bolsonaro, a critic 
of lockdown measures. It will be the 
same at Saturday’s final at Maracana 
Stadium. 

Many restrictions on movement are 
still in place in Rio and in the three 
other host cities, Brasilia, Goiania 
and Cuiaba. But the biggest hurdle 
for the Copa America im Brazil has 
been the fans. Unable to go to games, 
they haven't been much interested in 
watching them on TV, either. 


“Is 1t still on?” housewife Maria Cris- 
tina Teli asked. “I watch the Brazil- 
lan championship sometimes, but 
this Copa America ... I didn't see any 
matches this time. Is Brazil playing 
Argentina sometime?” 


Brazil’s dominant TV Globo is broad- 
casting some Euro 2020 matches in- 
stead of the Copa America, which is 
shown on the country’s third most 
popular open channel, SBT, and on 
ESPN Brasil on cable. SBT soccer 
ratings are usually one third of Glo- 
bo’s, which has also proven consis- 
tent this time. 


Bars in Rio’s tourist areas are show- 
ing Copa America matches, and have 
been allowed by health authorities 
since May to stay open late with ta- 
bles two meters apart. 


But, so far, no games have created 
enough interest to draw large gath- 
erings. The bars that do look over- 
crowded in Rio, especially in the 
posh Leblon neighborhood, don’t 
have TVs and are filled with flirting, 
anxious youngsters. 


Organizers hope some of that gloom 
will change if the final features Ney- 
mar’s Brazil against Lionel Messi’s 
Argentina. But even that could be a 
struggle. 


“Yes, if we play Argentina I will 
definitely see,” housewife Teli said. 
“Which channel will it be on?

2018 champion Kerber vs. No. 1 Barty 1 






(AP) — When Angelique 
Kerber grabbed the open- 
ing set of her Wimbledon 
quarterfinal Tuesday, the 
full-capacity crowd sa- 
luted the accomplishment 
with cheers that bounced 
off the closed roof at No. 
1 Court. 


Kerber’s reaction? Just a 
matter-of-fact, straight-faced 
stroll to the sideline. No 
shouts or leaps or fist pumps. 
Unlike the other women 
headed to the semifinals at 
the All England Club, this is 
not new to her. Not at all. It’s 
just that it’s been a while. 


The owner of three Grand 
Slam titles, including at 
Wimbledon in 2018, Kerber 
moved back into the final 
four at the grass-court major 
by using her knee-to-the- 
turf agility and quick reflexes 
to beat No. 19 seed Karolina 
Muchova 6-2, 6-3. 


“I remember how I played 
here,” said Kerber, a 33-year- 
old left-hander from Germa- 


> 


ny, who did let loose by shak- 
ing her fists when her victory 
ended. “I know how to play 
on (a) grass court.” 


Next, No. 25 seed Kerber 
takes on No. 1 Ash Barty, 
who eliminated 75th-ranked 
Ajla Tomljanovic 6-1, 6-3 in 
the first all-Australian major 
quarterfinal in 40 years. 


“It’s the ultimate test,” Barty 
said, looking ahead to Thurs- 
day’s matchup. “Angie’s ob- 
viously had success here be- 
fore.” 


Barty won the 2019 French 
Open, but she had never 
been to the quarterfinals at 
the All England Club. In- 
deed, this was the first time 
in the Open era, which began 
in 1968, that the tournament 
had six first-time women’s 
quarterfinalists. 


Only Kerber and Muchova, 
who also lost at this stage in 
2019, boasted past experi- 


ence. 
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The other semifinal is No. 2 
seed Aryna Sabalenka against 
No. 8 Karolina Pliskova. 


Sabalenka collected her tour- 
leading 34th match win of 
2021 by defeating No. 21 
seed Ons Jabeur 6-4, 6-3, and 
Pliskova topped unseeded 
Viktorija Golubic 6-2, 6-2. 


This was the first day of 100% 
capacity in the two main sta- 
diums after COVID-19 re- 
strictions placed a 50% cap 
on attendance when the fort- 
night began. With rain falling 
much of the afternoon, the 
singles matches were played 
at Centre Court and No. 1 
Court with the roofs shut 
and spectators allowed to be 
maskless — the All England 
Club says the arena’s ventila- 
tion systems allow them to be 
considered outdoor venues. 


Pliskova — the 2016 U.S. 
Open runner-up to Kerber 
— claimed 24 of 26 points 
on her serve in one stretch, 
hit eight aces and saved the 
only three break chances she 


faced. 

“Everything today was work- 
ing quite well,” said Pliskova, 
who averaged 106.5 mph on 
her first serves, 20.5 mph 
faster than Golubic. 


Pliskova has been broken 
only three times through five 
matches so far and has not 
dropped a set. 


She also hasn’t played anyone 
ranked better than 47th yet. 


Now comes a test. 


Jabeur’s game is full of nov- 
elty and nuance, with drop 
shots and all manner of an- 
gles and spin. 


Sabalenka? She is all about 
power and big cuts at the ball, 
and even with that constantly 
aggressive style, she managed 
to accumulate more winners, 
27, than unforced errors, 20. 


“She played,” Tunisia’s Ja- 
beur said, “the match of her 


life.” 


Sabalenka, a 23-year-old 
from Belarus, hadn’t been 
past the fourth round at any 
major previously. 


But she agreed hers was a 
“great performance.” 


“I still have this opportunity 
to win a Slam,” Sabalenka 
said. “I will do everything I 
can to reach my goal.” 


In the days lone men’s 
match, No. 14 seed Hubert 
Hurkacz came back to edge 
No. 2 Daniil Medvedev 
2-6, 7-6 (2), 3-6, 6-3, 6-3 in 
the resumption of a fourth- 
rounder contest suspended 
Monday night. 


Hurkacz’s first Grand Slam 
quarterfinal will come against 
20-time major champion 
Roger Federer on Wednesday. 


Kerber was certainly the best 
known and most accom- 
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n Wimbledon semifinals 


plished of the women left in 
the draw as Tuesday began. 


And now she’s into her 
eighth Grand Slam semifinal, 
with half coming at Wimble- 
don. The most recent came 
three years ago, when she 
upset Serena Williams for the 
championship. 





Kerber extended her cur- 
rent winning streak to 10 
matches, including a title at 
a grass-court tuneup in Ger- 
many last month, and her 
first-round exits on the Aus- 
tralian Open’s hard courts in 
February and French Open’s 
red clay in May seem like for- 
ever ago. 


“I never stopped to believe in 
myself (and) how I can play,” 
said Kerber, like Pliskova a 
former No. 1. 


Kerber’s game bothered 
Muchova the same way it 
troubled 17-year-old Ameri- 
can Coco Gauff in the fourth 
round — with shots steered 
so quickly, low to the ground 
and flat. 


“She plays good angles. It was 
a great match from her side,” 
said Muchova, who draped a 
towel over her head while sit- 
ting during changeovers. “So, 
definitely, didn’t help me.” 





Kerber only compiled 15 
winners, but that was enough 
because she limited Mucho- 
va to just two forehand win- 
ners herself — compared to 
a combined 33 unforced or 
forced errors with that stroke. 


Muchova appeared to give 
herself at least the possibil- 
ity of turning things around 
by breaking to lead 2-1 in 
the second set. But Kerber, 
so steady if not spectacu- 
lar, broke right back when 
Muchova sent a forehand 
long to cap a 13-stroke ex- 
change. 


That was pretty much that. 








Bucks upgrade Giannis to questionable for 
NBA Finals opener 


(AP) — The Milwaukee 
Bucks have upgraded Gi- 
annis Antetokounmpo’s 
status to questionable for 
Game 1 of the NBA Finals 
on Tuesday night. 


The change in the injury re- 
port Tuesday afternoon gives 
more hope that the two-time 


MVP can return from a hy- 
perextended left knee to face 
the Phoenix Suns. 


Antetokounmpo was injured 
in Game 4 of the Eastern 
Conference finals when he 
landed after leaping to de- 
fend a lob pass to Atlanta’s 
Clint Capela. He missed the 


final two games of that series. 
Coach Mike Budenholzer 
said Monday that Antetok- 
ounmpo was doing work on 
the court and making prog- 
ress in his recovery, but pro- 
vided no other details. The 
Bucks then listed Antetok- 
ounmpo as doubtful in the 
injury report later in the day.
